COTTON PRODUCTION in Hempstead county today-at best is 


only a third what it was back in 1929 when 22,000 bales was con- 
sidered "normal." 
Diversification has substituted much cattle 
and ppultry for cotton the last three decades. Cotton production 
in 1956 was 7,240 bales, A reasonable guess for the 1957 crop is 
3,600, The 7i24Q bales of 1956 were produced on 11,250 acres, On 
an allotment this year of 11",718 a total of 4.26Q was taken out for 
,the Soil Bank, for which farmers were paid $179,200 —* leaving 
•a balance'of 6,958 for the allotment, of which only 6,00,0 acres were 
actually planted. And 2,000 of these 6,000 acres were planted 
after June 15 due to the wettest planting season in history.
